These men were reinforced at 
every point on the Knoxville division, and 
the train reached here by way of Lexington 
at 8 o’clock this morning. 

There were fifteen hes in the train 
when it reached here, all filled by demon- 
strative mountain men, many of whom had 
never been more than a few miles from their 
homes before. They had amused themselves 
on the way shooting from car windows, but 
so far as can be learned they did no damage. 


5 March to State House. 

On arrival here the mountain men piled off 
the train, and with weapons openly exposed, 
many having, beside rifles, revolvers 
strapped around their waists, formed in line 
and marched to the State House, where they 
were received at the office of Commissioner 
of Agriculture Throckmorton. 

This office and also the office of the Ad- 
jutant’ General was made a temporary 
arsenal, and weapons of all descriptions were 
stacked there, though the revolvers were 
mostly retained by the men. 

In spite of the denials of Governor Taylor, 
Adjutant General Collier, and others in au- 
thority, the arrival of the men is said to have 
been expected. Frankfort has difficulty in 
providing for the usual crowd of an ordinary 
legislative session, and in advance of the

LONDON, Jan. 26, 3 a. m.—A dispatch to 
the Daily Mail from Calcutta says: Joseph 
Walton, M. P., just returned from an ex- 
tended tour in the far East, has left Calcutta 
for England.

In a public 
proclamation he admitted that western civ- 
lization was superior to the Chinese and 
declared that he purposed to adopt the 
good features while discarding the bad. 

The young Emperor's ideas traveled more 
rapidly. than the conservatism of the em- 
pire could follow, and by a singlé coup, ac- 
complished how no one knows, the Dowager 
Empress on Sept. 21, 1898. reassumed the 
regency and restored Li Hung Chang to

City Quarantined by All Other Towns 
im the Islands and Many Seek to 
Leave, but Are Not Allowed to Do 
Se—Hilo Drives O All Persons Sus- 
pected of Coming from Infected 
Places — Washington Authorities 
Not Alarmed. 

Victoria, B. C., Jan. 25.—[Special.]—Hon- 
olulu now is practically isclated from the 
rest of the world. The mail steamers refuse 
to carry passengers (rum the city, and even 
the other towns of the islands barring their 
doors against the people, niatl, and goods. 

Up to the time the Miowera. which stopped 
off the port, left for Victuria, there had been 
thirty-nine deaths frora the dreaded bubonic 
plague, a white woman. Mrs.

The excitement, which had been running 
high, increased when Mrs. Licurdman died, 
and the report that there was to be a general 
quarantine, including the suspension of all 
business, did not tend to decrease it. When 
this report was started there was a rush on 
the meat markets and provision stores by 
the residents, who believed that they were 
to be kept in their houses. Even as it is 
many people do not veniuve out. 

Mrs. Boardman lived in one of the best 
residential portions of the city, where the 
strictest sanitary regulations are enforced. 

Mra. Boardman had been sick for two 
weeks, but the plague sympioms did not de- 
velop until Sunday, Jan. 14. She died two 
days later. The citizens organized a ban 
tary committee and divided the city into 
districts, which are patrolled twice daily 
by volunteer inspectors. Every case of sick- 
ness is reported by these inspectors, and the 
strictest sanitary regulations are enforced. 


People Anxious to Leave. 

Thousands of people want to leave the 
city, but the steamers, with the exception 
of those running to San Francisco, will not 
carry them, and they demand an agreement 
to the effect that the passengers will go into 
quarantine at San Francisco for two weeks 
at their own expense. The purser of the 
Miowera refused several hundred appli- 
cants for passage, the people rowing out to 
the steamer in small boats and endeavoring 
to board it. 

The people of Hilo, headed by the Sheriff, 
have positively refused to allow steamers 
from Honolulu to so much as land at their 
wharves, and have even refused to allow 
some of them to take on water. The envel- 
opes are taken off letters and wrappers off 
papers and the mail fumigated before it can 
be landed, while Japanese and Chinese mall 
Is in some cases entirely destroyed. Steam- 
ers which left Honolulu with permits from 
the Board of Health were met by mobs who 
lined the docks and refused to allow any- 
body: to come off. The Sheriff's commissions 
as Sheriff and health officer are revoked and 
Attorney General Cooper was sent down to 
appoint a new official. He was refused a 
landing, so the Sheriff went out to the steam- 
er to consult him, and upon the Sheriff's 
return to shore he also was met by the mob 
and was forced to take passage to Honolulu. 


Holding Japanese Steamers. 
There are 2,000 Japanese immigrants in 
quarantine and two large Japanese steamers 
in the harbor waiting to land another thou- 
sand imported laborers. As the plague has 
greatly injured trade it is proposed to build 
a wharf on the opposite side of the harbor 
from Honolulu, where goods destined for 
other parts of the islands can be landed 
from the ocean liners and shipped without 
touching at the plague infected city. 
In some parts of the islands there is al- 
ready a scarcity of many articles.

WHIGHAM’S VIEWS OF THE WAR. 

Mr. H. J. Whigham, formerly Tun Trts- 
UNE war correspondent in Cuba, is now 
with Lord Methuen’s Kimberley relief col- 
umn at Modder River. He contributes to 
the February number of Scribner's Maga- 
zine an interesting and light-hearted article. 
on the first stage of the Boer war, as viewed 
by him in November at the British camp on 
the Orange River, on the eve of the disas- 
trous advance to Magersfontein. The pre-! 
liminary reverses at Dundee and Glencoe, 
which drove Sir George White into Lady- 
smith, had already revealed something of 
the nature of the task before the British, 
but there was as yet none of the gloom that 
was to come with the later defeats. This 
will account for Mr. Whigham’s cheerful- 
ness, while it in no wise impairs the inter- 
est or value of his summary of the situa- 
tion at that stage of the war. N 

In view of the later developments, it 
seems all the moge strange that “ Mr, Cecil 
“ Rhodes, who should have known better, 
“told a member of Parliament that 15,000 
“men would finish the business.” This is 
why Sir George White was expected to 
hold Natal with a total of 16,000 men, and

MORLEY ON THE BOER WAR. 

Tun Tripune yesterday gave the 
British side of the south African ques- 
tion a fair representation, and it is but 
just that the same should be done today 
for the Boer side. To that end it gives 
a statement of the case from the point 
of view of the eminent statesman and 
historian—the most dispassionate and fair- 
minded of all men in British public lire— 
Mr. John Morley. His speech before his 
constituents at Forfar on Wednesday was 
his first public address on the subject since 
the outbreak of the war. 

Mr. Morley grants that there is nothing 
for Great Britain to do now but to finish 
the war, though it must face the hope- 
less problem of reconciling the Afrikan- 
ders after they have been defeated. He 
admits that the Boer ultimatum made war 
inevitable, but he agrees with James Bryce 
in holding that the causes which led to the 
Boer ultimatum are discreditable to the 
British government. Granting. that the 
outlanders were not justly treated and 
that the Transvaal government was had, 
he holds that these evils would soon have 
righted themselves and that the outlanders 
themselves would have been the first to 
recommend waiting rather than wan If 
the sensible, sober, and honest people of 
Great Britain were to examine in detail 
the grievances of the outlanders not one 
in a hundred would say that the question 
ot righting these wrongs a little sooner 
orlater was worth the sacrifice of one 
brave man like General Wauchope or the 
desolation of a single English fireside.

The subject of labor strikes in various parts

at times than was necessary to say in this matter,

im this controversy should realize that they owe 
@ duty in this land of liberty, under the law, to 
obey it; that one of the highest duties which they 
owe to themselves and to society is to allow 
others to prosecute their legitimate affairs and 
employment without let or interference. Counsel 
talked in his argument, and properly. about lib- 
erty. No one should bs deprived of his liberty 
unless it is in violation of law. and it is the duty 
of the court not to convict or deprive the citizen, 
whatever his station in life may be, of his liberty, 
without strict proof that he has violated the law. 
But liberty extends much farther than putting 
him in jail for a crime. It is the liberty which we 
all exercise under the constitution and laws of this 
State to go to our several vocations freely without 
the attempt on the part of any one to deter us 


in mind; to allow the laborer to go to his labor, 
the artisan to his employment, the lawyer to the 


church, the actor to the theater, and 83 all through 


un laboring man or a mechanic from going to and 
entering upon the eniployment with which he is 
fatisfied, is no less a heifous offense under the 
law than to waylay ¢ clergyman who may be going 


the dying, to attend a funeral, or celebrate some 
other religious rite in some sacred edifice. They 
are all equal before the law in the right to pursue 
the several vocations without any molestation. 
Now. I have said these things because I tried to 
impress on these men their duty, the duty that 
they should gladly discharge under the law, to 
afford liberty to others, that liberty which they 
ask for themselves. 


Measure of Liberty. 


Nov. in the condition which prevails here, that

Before 
this court it has been shown that the siege ex- 
isted, that the pickets were there, that the men 
converted themselves into a sort of citizenship 
soldiery, like the private detective who puts on 
citizens’ clothes instead ot being attired in mili- 
tary garments, and men have been waylaid in 
going and coming to the building, in going away 
from the shop, and heaten, cruelly beaten. The 
justice of the peace, I understand, has dealt with 
some, and they have been fined.
